My wife is not happy with the amount of stuff that fills the north end 
of the basement. There are about a hundred pieces of vacuum tube gear 
of all kinds waiting for me to get the time to restore them. I recently 
made some shelves on wheels to get stuff off the floor without building 
fixed shelves in front of existing shelves. It's not all sorted out yet 
and right now I couldn't work on a set if I had to because all surfaces 
are covered. 


Tonight I happened on a gathering of the American Truck Historical 
Society in the parking lots of a hotel 3 miles north of here (Radisson 
South, Minneapolis). There were trucks from Maine to Hawaii, from 1915 
to 1975, from pickup to fire truck to long-haul to competition trucks, 
from Ford to Diamond T to Peterbuilt and Mack.

>volunteer group that's just filled this place with old 
>radios and whatnot. Little bit of ham gear, R390A, SX-28 and 
>so on. Just one volunteer was there when I arrived at 11:30

I noticed an obituary in the New York Times last week for Frank A. Gunther, 
who passed away at age 91. According to QRZ, he was licensed as W2ALS, and 
lived in Staten Island, NY, and Nokomis, FL. Frank ws one of the pioneers 
of shortwave radio. 


Among his other accomplishments, Frank gave the first public demonstration 
of FM transmission in 1935, and shortly thereafter designed and 
manufactured early FM transmitters. From 1939 to 1942, he designed and 
built more than 25 FM stations nationwide. 


Frank also designed the first Loran navigational system for the US Coast 
Guard, installed in 1928 one of the first one-way radios on an airplane, 
and the first aircraft two-way radio system in 1932. He designed and 
installed the first two-way mobile police radio system in 1932, for the 
Bayonne, N.J. police department. 


In 1992, Frank was featured on the PBS documentary, "Empire of the Air: The 
Men Who Made Radio." He was born on Feb.3, 1908 in Manhattan, and was 
educated at Wagner College and Columbia University. He retired in 1982 as 
president as REL. He is survived by two sons, five grandchildren, six 
great-grandchildren, and five step-grandchildren.. He held the Amateur 
Extra Class license.
